The inventions listed as Groups 1-60 do not relate to a single general mvemive concept under PC T Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
1 3.2. they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons; 

The inventions arc linked by the technical feature of an isolated modified polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence of an SPI 
polypeptide to be in a reversible molecular association with a substance. However, this technical feature is not special because tt does not 
constitute an advance over the prior ait by Zhang et ai. (1998, The Journal of Biological Chemistry, vol 273, pages 1228M22S7). Zhang 
ei ai disclose an isolated active site mutant of protein tyrosine phosphatases (i.e.. PTPosc wiih DI8IA mutation) as evidenced by the 
kinetic parameters of PTPose shown m Table I . page 1 22S3 . The mutant PTPase by Zhang et at. was stable enough to be used tn the 
kinetic study; thus, it is encompassed bv the instant SIM, which is "referred to Herein as stable protein (see top of mstam specification 
page I ) The PTPase of Zhang et ol. also have sequence modification and have shown a reversible binding with a substance Suramin (sec 
top Of left column, page 12283). Thus, the mutant PTPase of Zhang et al. meets ail limitations of Claim 1, which is SPI with modified 
amino acid sequence and having reversible molecular association with a substance. The invention of Group I, a first product, requires as 
its technical feature of modified SPI and relating to ,SEQ ID NO: 2, This technical feature is not required by Groups 2-58 by virtue ol 
distinct structure having distinct sequence. Croups of 59-60 are method compared to the product of Group 3. I bus, the Croups l-oO lack 
the uniiv of invention because the invention of Group 1, a first product, requires as its technical feature, wherein the technical feature is 
not special. Thus. Groups MV do not relate to a single general inventive concept. 
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
